attention be given to trade matters in the several localities. Para, 
Brazil, -wants cement, flour, drugs, manufactured iron, food pro- 
ducts, condensed milk, petroleum and coal, and information is re- 
ceived to the effect that much is dependent upon the action of 
New York exporters. If they continue, as they have been doing, 
to reject telegraphic orders not guaranteed, this country, says 
the consul, will lose a favorable position. 


Rio de Janerio is demanding leather, coal, flour, wheat, earth- 


enware, porcelain, small tools and utensils, condensed milk, rice, 
malt and many other products. 


Cartagena, Colombia, asks for rice, wheat and salt meats. 


while Bluefields, Nicaragua, which is dependent upon the United 
States for imported foodstuffs of all descriptions, insists there 
must be no decrease m regulai supply, 0.0 U»c stocks un hand arc 
not sufficient to last for more than two weeks from today. 


Tegucigalpa, Honduras, asks for flour, corn, cotton cloth and 


at Iquique, Chile, there is a demand for sugar, flour, rice, beans, 
potatoes, canned milk, coal and fish. Other cities express similar 
desires. 


With the Panama canal open to vessels of commerce it looks 


as if the cities of this State ought to find a market for certain 
products in South America immediately. 
This suggestion is 


borne out by a telegram from the consul at Bogota, Colombia, who 
suggests there will be a demand for hops and wines, in addition 


1 to hardware, cotton goods, leathers, cloth, all kinds of wearing 
, apparel ar/J that a good opportunity exists for a California house 
, with capable Spanish-speaking representatives. 


It is noted that the east is preparing to capture a Jot of the 


1 trade of South America, and why should not the west share in 
' the enterprise? With commercial rivals at war, the United 


States has a great opportunity on this side the Atlantic and the 
coast States, particularly this one, can extend commerce in that 
direction to a very appreciable extent, and once a market is 
gained, right dealing and careful work will hold it. 


Reports from Martinez say the salmon market is paralyzed 


because the European demand has ceased and that fishermen 
are being paid only three cents a pound for their catch. It is 
suggested with all the humility the fish trust inspires us to exer- 
. cise, that if the retail prices were whittled a trifle perhaps local

"The history of social development is 


a. record of almost continuous strife. Th« 
outcome, however, is modern civilization, 
a delicate and precious product that is 
bound to be greatly affected by the pres- 
ent struggle in Europe. The nature of 
the influence to be exerted can bo de- 
termined on!y. if at all. upon the basis 
of a knowledge of the role that war baa 
played in the development of civilisa- 
tion.
